OCCULTATIOX Of THE Pl.AXKTS.— Besides 


the occupation of Venus, just witnessed, 
there will be several others the present 
rear,, commencing to-morrow night. We 
find the following in some of our exchang- 
es : 


About midnight of Thursday, April 26th, 


Jupiter will be eclipsed in the'northern part 
of New Hampshire and Maine, and some 
of the British provinces; but in the south- 
ern part of Xew England the least distance 
of the edges of the planet and our satellite 
will be about one-twentieth the diameter of 
the latter. 


The third of these occultations will be 


that of Mars, in the morning before sun- 
rise of Thursday, May 10. It will be visi- 
ble'in a large part of the United States and 
the British provinces. As the moon will 
then be about five days-past the full, tlie 
emersion will take place on the dark side. 
The color of Mars will be a fiery red, as 
it -will be quite near the earth ; indeed, at 
Mars' opposition to the sun, on July 17th 
next, it will be nearer to us than for" sever- 
al years, with a southern declination, thus 
giving the astronomers at the Cape of Good 
Hope an excellent and rare opportunity for 
determining its parallel with greater precis- 
ion. 


The fourth of this extraordinary series of 


oeeultations is that of Jupiter in the fore- 
noon of Thursday, May 24, which will also 
be visible in a large part of this country, 
but which, taking place while the sun "is 
above the horizon, can not be seen except 
with the aid of a very good telescope. 
Jn the remainder of IPfiO, and in the 


whole of 1802, no bright planet will be 
eclipsed in Xew England. In the evenin" 
of May 12. ISfil, Mars will be. but then the 
planet will be quite low and very remote, so 
that it will s?iine with but little "of its brilli- 
ancy in July next.

City Ronds. 


[The following communication is in ad- 


dition to the_ one referred to yesterday as too 
blindly written to be read.] 


EDITORS or GAZETTE :—I am pleased in 


reading your Hon. Mayor's inaugural, to see 
his recommendation in reference to the 
thoroughfares of the city of Janesville. 
He 


says "all our thoroughfares should be so re- 
paired as to render the city accessible from 
the surrounding country at all seasons of 
the year," and gives his reasons. He might 
have said easily accessible and not exceed- 
ed moderation in the advice. 


This recommendation shows him to be 


alive to the welfare of your city, and the 
necessity of increasing its importance by 
practical means: 


The, to me, seeming necessity of an im- 


provement, particularly in reference to one 
of the highways of Janesville, has led me 
to try and add a mite—if that is possible— 
to induce your city authorities to make a 
move in that, direction. It ia of great mo- 
ment to those living alomj the line of the 
old Racine road, that something should be 
done to render the city more easily accessi- 
ble than at present for loaded teams from 
this direction, without traveling around 
"Robin Hood's barn." 
We have ever, with 


a short exception, been under the necessity, 
if traveling the direct road, rjf hauling onr 
thousauds of loads of grain and other mar- 
ketables up, or rather through, that sand 
bluff, which is almost impassable at times 
from its dryness. And the road has been 
shut up, altered and discontinued, or bridges 
thrown clown, ic., according as commis- 
sioners or supervisors could be found to take 
sides with the cliques or clans of a neigh- 
borhood contention, until frequent passers 
huve been at a loss to know whether they 
were on the right track for the city. 
And 


latterly we lire driven over an almost insur- 
mountable hill in addition to thr; sand, or 
through the mire and quicksand of Spring 
Brook. 


Xow all this could be borne patiently, if 


there could be no method of relief adopted, 
but there can be, and as the difficulty exists 
within the city limits, principally, to the city 
authorities chiefly docs the country look for 
the remedy. 


The present road does very well for light 


ragons and carriages, but. loaded teams do 
groan for the cruelty of man in compelling 
them to crawl through that sand with their 
Burdens, when another and easier road to 
the city market might be provided. There 
was, for a time, a very good eua-ance to the 
city market from this direction, but that has 
been for nearly a year closed, and it certain- 
ly seems to be time, if the produce trade 
:'rom this region is worth preserving, that 
the city authorities of Janesville should in- 
terfere and give us a moderately decent 
•oad.

Attitude ol Persons Killed 
ulug.

"That which particularly characterizes 


the effects of lightning," writes M. Boudiu, 
"is its suddenness. Atone time the indi- 
vidual is killed dsad on the spot, remaining 
in a sitting posture, or even ou horseback". 
At another time he is thrown a long dis- 
tance." 


The first mention made of this kind of 


death is iu the history of Alexander. "Dur- 
ing a dreadful tempest," says Quintus 
Curtius, "which destroyed a thousand men, 
some were found supported against trees, as 
if still alive and talking with each other, and 
just in the attitude in which death had sur- 
prised them." 


According- to Garden, as quoted by Rivi- 


ere, eight reapers taking their food under 
an oak were struck by lightning, and died 
preserving their attitude — one man eating, 
another drinking. In Lorraine, a woman 
and one of her children were killed, and re- 
mained in a sitting posture. At Dover, a 
man killed with four horses was found sit- 
ing under a bush. A man of law, at Troyes, 
\vas killed on horseback ; the animal, still 
continuing his journey, brought home his 
dead master retaining his posture of a man 
ou horseback. 


On the llth of July, IBlfi, at Chateau- 


rieuf, three fire-balls fell on .the church. — 
Nine persons were killed and eighty-two 
wounded. All the dogs found in the church 
were killed, and retained the attitude which 
they previously had. 


On January 22, 1849, a goat was killed 


near Clermont, and found sitting upon his 
hind quarters with a branch of green leaves 
in his mouth. 


Now, 
this phenomenon is sometimes 


equally observed in persons killed by iire- 
arma. In tho morning Herald of Novem- 
ber 8, 1854, the following details are given 
of a visit to the field of Inkerman, immediate- 
ly after the combat. 
" Many faces still seemed to smile : oth- 


ars had a threatening look : some bodies 
had a funeral pose, as though laid out by 
friendly hands ; others still knelt upon the 
ground, convulsively grasping their weapon 
and biting their cartridges.

THE CITY OF JEDDO. — We are just be- 


ginning to know something of the eastern 
shores of Asia. The Yankees are prying 
into the secrets of the Japanese. A "co°- 
respondent of the Boston Traveller thus de- 
scribes the wonderful city of Jeddo: Ac- 
cording to the lowest estimate, the city cov- 
ers an area equal to seven of the New" Eng- 
land farming towns, which are usually six 
miles square. 
And all is traversed bv streets 


usually wide, well constructed, perfectly 
neat, am! crossing at right angles — streets 
lined with houses and stores as" compactly 
as they can be built, and crowded with mov- 
ing or stationary masses as thick as in onr 
Washington street, or New York Broadway, 
at least for considerable distances. The 
population is estimated at three millions, 
which Mr. Harris, our minister, thinks an 
exaggeration. 
For my part, judging from 


what I have seen when I have gone into the 
heart of the city, aud crossed the city from 
side to side, I should be willing to add as 
many millions more ; for the living, moving 
masses, seen from sunrise to sunset, and 
everywhere the same, fairly seemed beyond 
computation. One city as large as seven 
small towns in Berkshire county, and con- 
taining a population three times as large as 
that of the whole state of Massachusetts ! 
This is enough to think of for a moment. 


HIGH TAXES. — The debt of Allegheny 


county, in this state, on account of railroad 
subscriptions, is $2,300,000, on which there 
is due four years' interest, equal to §552,000. 
The county tax last year, without providing 
for railroad bond interest, was ten mills, and 
ten mills on the present county valuation 
will raise $250,000. Thus, to meet the or- 
dinary expenses of the county and provide 
for railroad-interest over due, would require 
thirty-two and a half mills, equal to three 
and a half per cent, on their valuation for 
taxes.
